WORK HAS BEEN BEGUN ON 
THE ST. LAWRENCE POWER 
COPIPANY’S CANAL. 


An Ideal Situation for Paper Mills—A 
Lowell, Mass., Paper Concern Said to 
Be After a Concession—Large Force 
at Work. 








Work has begun on the St. Lawrence 
Power Company’s canal and plant at Mas- 
sena, N. Y., which, as noticed in previous 
issues of this journal, will be, when com- 
pleted, one of the largest pieces of engineer- 
ing. work which this country has seen for 
years. The company’s plant at Massena 
will be the greatest electrical-generating 
plant in the world. The splendid natural 
facilities of the location render it an ideal 
situation for paper mills, and negotiations 
are said to be under way looking toward the 
establishment of a mill at Massena by a 
manufacturing paper concern of Lowell, 
Mass., and a Canadiam lumber company. 

The St. Lawrence Power Company has 
awarded the contract for the canal construc- 
tion to the Lehigh Construction Company, 
Limited, of South Bethlehem, Pa. Owing 
to the topography of the country, this will 
require the removal of 8,000,000 cubic yards 
of material, which, if piled 545 feet high, 
would entirely cover a ten-acre field. The 
longitudinal grade of the canal will be 6 
inches per mile, causing the water to flow 
about 4 miles per hour. The turbines 
and generators will be placed in a massive 
stone building, 65 feet wide by 526 feet long, 
supported upon huge walls of concrete. This 


power station will be located on the bank | 


of the Grasse River, and before the same 
can be constructed 150,000 cubic yards of 
material will have to be removed. Immense 
intake gates and spillways will be construct- 
ed of concrete, making the total amount of 
that material required 200,000 cubic yards. 

Incidental to the use of the canal for 
power purposes, it is the intention of the 
company to use it eventually, in addition to 
this, as a ship canal in connection with the 
Grasse River, whose depth will be material- 
ly increased by the large quantity of water 
discharged from the turbines. Vessels utili- 
zing this canal, by a circuit of some 11 
miles will avoid passing through the Long 
Sault Rapids, which are both extremely 
dangerous and delaying. 

The contractors now have a large force of 
men at work. They are under contract to 
have the work completed by December 31, 
1898, which will require them to work both 
night and day during the summer months, 
as the climate will not permit much work 
during the winter. In order to do this 
work in this limited time it will require 
about 1,200 or 1,500 men, 500 teams, 
eighteen 80-ton steam shovels, four huge 
conveyors and several thousand horse-power 
of air compressor plant. 

The Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Company, of Pittsburg, Pa., has been 
awarded the contract for supplying the fif- 
teen 5,000 horse-power generators, while 
the contract for the fifteen 5,000 horse- 
power turbines is to be filled by the Stilwell- 
Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company, of Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

The St. Lawrence Power Company is a 
corporation organized under the, laws of 
the State of New York, with a capital stock 
of $6,000,000, and the company is owned 
jointly by an English syndicate, which is 
represented in this country by Seward, 
Guthrie & Steele, this city, and Stewart & 
Co. The officers are: William C. Lane, 
president; S. H. Gardyne Stewart, vice- 
president; Carlton H. Reeve, secretary, and 
William C. Cox, treasurer. 

The St. Lawrence River is divided into 
two branches by the Long Sault Island, 
which island is in the State of New York, 
the international boundary being in the 


centre of the channel north of that island. 
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The water of this power canal is thus taken 
entirely from that part of the St. Lawrence 
River within the boundaries of the State of 
New York. The volume of water passing 
down this channel is very great. The use 
of the water for this power does not in any 
way interfere with navigation, as it is re- 
turned to the St. Lawrence River directly 
below the rapids. Navigation on the Cana- 
dian side is provided for by the Cornwall 
Canal, which extends from above the rapids 
to some- distance below them at the town 
of Cornwall, Canada. 

The St. Lawrence Power Company’s 
plant at the Massena terminus of the canal 
is designed to develop 75,000 electrical 
horse-power, leaving available for future use 
sufficient water to double this immediate 
output. This latter can be used either in 
direct power for mills or other manufac- 
tures, or can be transformed into electricity. 

Paper mills locating at Massena could 
get their pulp wood from Canada. The rail- 
way transportation facilities are ample. <A 
schedule of prices for the electrical and 
water power is now being prepared.

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A LARGE WATER POWER. 


ELECTRIC POWER TO BE FUR- 
NISHED TO UTICA AND 
ROME. 


The Work to Be Completed in Four 
Months from the Time It Is Begun— 
A $1,000,000 Company to Build and 
Operate the Plant. : 


Another great project for developing 
the hitherto dormant water powers of 
New York State is under way, and will be 
in operation in a few months. This power 
is to be utilized for manufacturing purposes 
in Utica and Rome. Following so closely 






upon the organization of work on the St. 


Lawrence River at Massena, this 

10,000 horse-power makes one think the 
steam engine is going steadily to a quiet, 
peaceful grave. 


Early in July a statement appeared in 


the papers that the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith- 
Vaile Company, of Dayton, Ohio, with New 
York offices at 114 Liberty street, had been 
investigating the water power referred to 


with a view of converting it into electricity © 


to be transmitted té Utica and Rome. 

At a meeting held in Watertown last week 
of gentlemen interested in the enterprise, R. 
N. King, president of the company, stated 
that acontract had beenentered intofor the 
construction of a. _ complete, which 
would generate at power house from 
8,000 to 10,000 horse power. Mr. King also 
stated that the contract~ specified that the 
plant should be completed within four 


| months from the time the work of construc- 


tion is begun, which will be within a few 
weeks at the most. Mr. King estimated the 
cost at about $1,000,000. Besides Mr. King 
there were present at the meeting E..

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Some of the mills that are fitted with the 
most approved form of high-speed elevators 
are very deficient in the manner of caring 
for such elevators, or for the comfort and 
safety of the employees. Other mills, pos- 
sessing the worst old rattletraps of creeping 
things ever dubbed

with nothing whatever to prevent a man 
from falling to the bottom, should he chance 
to stumble toward it. The very least thing 
a mill owner should do is to put a vertical 


swinging bar across the opening or passage 


there is the hatchway. In lots of 


leading to the elevator well. One of the 
elevator guides wil usually answer to hang 
while the other end should be 
received by a post at least six inches square, 
which, if it does not extend up to the ceil- 
ing, should be mortised into the plank floor, 
and still further stiffened by at least two 
iron braces lag screwed to the post and to 
the floor. Another bar may be put up, ex- 
tending from this post to the other guide, 
thus enclosing two of the open sides of the 
elevator well. 

When the location of the well is such that 
it can be approached from all sides, another 
post and swing gate will be required for the 
other side. The manner of attaching the 
swing gates to the posts deserves a little 
attention. Do not mortise the post and 
then bolt through the bar and post. Better 
put the bar on the outside of the post, and 
have an iron strap forger to go over the bar 
in such a manner that the bar will rest on 
the strap while down, also when standing 
up for access to the elevator platform. 
Then, with a bolt or a_ stout lag screw 
through strap and end of bar, and another 
lag screw through each end of the strap, 
there is little chance of the bar being torn 
off by fair means at least. The free end oi 
the bar should be received by a similar 
strap, put on at the same angle, and fast- 
ened by a lag screw at each end, instead 
of two screws at one end, as is usually the 
case. 

Sometimes the factory inspector will not 
pass this arrangement, and insists upon a 
| gate made of fence pickets and arranged to 
slide up and down. Such a thing should be 
| made pretty strong, and hung with the 
larger size of braided sash cord, with ball- 
bearing pulley sheaves, and weighed to bal- 
| ance. If there is no opportunity to hide 
the weights inside the guide posts, they may 
be carried to any convenient part of the

room, and the connecting cords carried in 
grooved cleats overhead. Don't leave the 
cords exposed to the air. They go bad 
pretty quick if there is much dampness for 
them to be exposed to. 

A very good way

gates is to use chain to go over the pulleys, 
and put in wire the rest of the way. This 
costs a little more than cord, to begin with, 
but once in it will last for years, impervious 
alike (if brass is used) to steam, dust to 
water. A gate of this kind should have 
such deep guides or ruris that it cannot be 
thrown out of its ways by the bars spring- 
ing when something hits against it. I have 
seen accidents of this kind happen when the 
run grooves were not an inch deep, and 
there was a lot of play to the gate in the 
ways. Make not less than two-inch runs, 
and you may be sure that the gate will break 
bodily before it will spring enough to come 
out of the runs and let somebody slip 
through under it. 

I have no use for any 
arrangement of this kind. Give me a good 
sliding door, running on a solid track, or 
mounted on some good form of hanger. A 
door mounted thus, and tinned both sides, 
in regulation fire-door style, will be of some 
value when fire and smoke come rolling up 
the shaft.

For my own part, 


It is quite easy to so connect a 


its floor, provided the runner wishes to stop 
there, and close again as the car starts to 
leave the floor. 

The above action is usually secured by 
putting in a vertical shaft which extends 
from top to bottom of the building, and has 
a bevel gear arranged on a sort of sliding 
clutch, which engages another gear when 
the runner sets a lever therefor. A rack on 
the door is in mesh with the gears above 
noted, and which throws 
things out of gear when the door arrives at 
the end of its travel in either direction. One 
of the most complicated affairs of this kind 
that I ever came across was made to run 
around a corner. There was just room 
enough for the partition beside the elevator 
well, and then the door turned an angle of 
go degrees and followed right along the 
wail. This door was made like the rolling 
top of a desk, but instead of being glued on 
cloth for a hinge it was fastened by regular 
butts, placed about 16 inches apart, and 
screwed to the boards. These, by the way, 
were matched quite loose, and the tongues 
went in and came out as the door traveled 
around the corner. I am informed that the 
rig has never yet given trouble, but it has 
not run quite a year yet, so there is plenty 
of time to find trouble yet. 

The best way of protecting against acci- 
dent from elevator hatchways is to put in 
some automatic trap doors that are opened 
by the elevator upon its approach, both up 
down, and closed again after it passes, and 
closed without a jar or a sound. But this 
sort of a thing costs a considerable sum, 
and requires a good bit of regular attention 
to keep it in repair, and most mill men are

shy when it comes to an ante of this kind. 
Strange, isn’t it? 

There is a method of closing elevator 
wells which works first rate when the build- 
ing is only two or three stories in height 
This is the movable trap or scuttle method. 
A light cover of spruce matched boards— 
and tinned if desirable—is made up in regu- 
lation fire door style, about 1 inch larger 
all around than the hatch it is to cover. A 


couple of taper steel pins are placed on the

yoke of the elevator and holes are made in | 


the hatch cover to receive the pins. 
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the elevator goes up it strikes the cover, the 
pins go into the holes and prevent the cover 
from moving even the slightest from its 
proper position. In this manner the cover 
is carried up with the elevator, the other 
hatches being each made two inches larger 
than the one immediately below, so that the 
covers will nét interfere as they go up. 

A modification of this method is some- 
times used in buildings of six or eight 
sturies. The covers are made in the same 
manner, but up in the top of the elevator 
well is a set of hangers whereby the covers 
can beall raised up in the morning and hung 
up there for the day. This is a pretty good 
arrangement, for it gives protection at night 
when everybody—and sometimes the watch- 
man—is away, but if afire occurs in the day- 
time there is the chimney-like elevator shaft 
to carry the flame at once to the upper 
stories. Still, it is much better than no 
covers at all, night or day. 

Some elevator wells are sheathed in with 
light pine or spruce boards, which will burn 
like tinder the instant fire touches them. In 
this case, the enclosed elevator well is worse 
than the open one, as far as conveying fire 
is concerned, and the sheathing should al- 
ways be of plank at least 2 inches thick, 
tongued and grooved, or, as it will probably 
be made, with slip tongues. Such a form 
is more in the line of slow-burning con- 
struction. Better yet would be an enclosure 
made of architectural and corrugated iron, 
but the iron workers have a way of charging 
a very steep price for partition work, and it 
amounts to very much more than the same 
amount of surface on the outside of a build- 
ing. Why, I am not able to say, except that 
it is work that they do not like, and per- 
haps therefore charge so much that future 
orders in the line are discouraged. 

A very bad habit sometimes possessed by 
some of the lesser elevator builders is to 
cut the guide timbers in between the floors 
of the various stories, and then run _ the 
guiding strips proper from bottom to top 
of the building. In this case, as the build- 
ing grows old, and settles a little perhaps, 
the guide timbers frequently become loose 
and spaces ranging from one to seven-eighths 
of an inch may be found under or over some 
of them, between the timber and the plank 
flooring. Sometimes both ends of a timber 
will be found loose, also the adjacent end 
of the next timber, and I have seen, when 
in this condition, the guides swing into the 
well three or four inches after the car had 
passed, and swing back when the car came 
along again. Run the timber guides from 
cellar to roof, and make fast at each floor 
by dovetailing, and there will be none of this 
business to possibly cause accident.

CANADA evidently intends to shut the 
United States out from any preferential 
treatment. Her Department of Customs 
has issued a circular letter to collectors, 
naming the countries which are to receive 
such preference. The list embraces about 
all the countries from which Canada im- 
ports anything, except the United States. 
The list of countries is now made up of the 
following: The British Isles, Belgium, Ger- 
many, France, Algeria and the French col- 
onies, Argentina, Austria-Hungary, Bolivia, 
Colombia, Denmark, Persia, Russia, Swe- 
den, Norway, Tunis, Switzerland and Ven- 
ezuela. These countries are not only en- 
titled to the reduction of one-eighth on 
goods which may be imported into Canada 
from them in future, but they are also en- 
titled to the refund of the excess of duty 
collected on goods imported from them 
since the new Canadian tariff came into 
force. The circular also contains the im- 
portant information that the products of 
any one of the countries named in the list 
are to receive the benefit of the reduction, 
whether imported direct or through any of 
the other countries named in the list. This 
settles the question of transportation in 
bond, so far as these countries are con- 
cerned, and means that French, German or 
Austrian goods may be imported via Great 
Britain, or British goods via France, Ger- 
many, etc., without losing the benefit of 
the reduction. This does not, however, refer 
to importations from any of these countries 
by way of the United States, which must 
still be “continuous;” that is, transported 
in bond without bulk being broken. 





Tue bids and awards for the contracts 
for furnishing paper to the State of Ohio 
will be found on the first page. The prices 
are interesting. Last year there was a great 
deal of trouble over the paper furnished to 
the State, and the Evening Press, of Colum- 
bus, in speaking of this year’s awards, says: 
“It is feared that the State printing com- 
mission will have more trouble this year 
from the quality of paper furnished under 
the contracts that were awarded Monday. 
Last year the commission gave the bidders 
to understand that they would be required 
to furnish paper under a new contract, in 
strict conformity with the samples furnished. 
For a number of years the bidders had 
been gradually laying down, until the paper 
used in printing the State reports became 
so poor that State officers were ashamed 
to send out their printed and bound reports. 
Last year the printing commission had to 
reject several carloads of paper that were 
sent in under the new gontract before the 
contractors could be made to believe that 
they were in earnest about the new order. 
It was believed that the State had put the 
books on an honest basis in the paper busi- 
ness, but the bids sent in this time indicate 
that the contractors do not propose to fur- 
nish paper of the quality specified in the 
call for bids. At any rate, it is difficult to 
see where the paper asked for can be se- 
cured at figures proposed by bidders on 
Monday. They are even lower than figures 
of last year’s contracts.

The change in trade conditions seems 
slow, but palpably sure. Evidences of an 


improvement are apparent at almost every | 


turn. Certainly some branches of the trade 
are stagnant yet, but the majority of the 
mill men and manufacturers are positive in 
their claim. 

A gentleman of the trade whose experi- 
ence is well matured, and who has presided 
successfully over the destinies of one of the 
prominent concerns of the valley from the 
modest infancy of the plant to its present 
large dimensions, stated this week that the 
age of reawakening had in reality arrived. 
He cited the fact that he had received a 
communication from an Eastern concern, 
announcing an advance in the price of ex- 
press paper by a quarter of a cent per 
pound.

APPLETON, Wis., September 7, 1897. 


Nothing new has developed in regard to 
the paper manufacturers at Neenah arrest- 
ed for illegal use of water for power. Their 
cases have not yet come up for hearing, and 
things remain as they were. Since the Nee- 
nah and Menasha Water Power Company 
ceased drawing water the level of the lake 
has been rising very slowly, and at present 
is at a point almost coincident with the top 
of the Nenasha dam. No water is being 
drawn, however, and no one can say when 
it will be possible to take any. The cold 
weather of August has gone, and for a 
number of days past the mercury has been 
in the gos. Under these conditions the 
evaporation from the lake is very great. 

While no water is going through the 
wheels of the mills at Neenah and Menasha, 
there is notwithstanding a little water com- 
ing down the river, due to the lockages of 
boats through the canals and the leakage of 
water through the dams. Some of the mills 


are therefore able to use a small amount of 


water. Under these circumstances the mill 
of the Manufacturing Investment Company, 
in Appleton, has been started at reduced 
capacity, and is doing as well as it can with 
the power at its disposal. The mills at Kim- 
berly, Little Chute, Combined Locks, and 
Kaukauna are also using a little water in 
the same way. This use of water is possible 
only when the water is combing the dams, 
otherwise it would be illegal. 

Business very generally throughout the 
mills in the valley remains from good to ex- 
cellent. This refers, of course, to the vol- 
ume of orders and amount of product that 
the mills are turning out. It is always to 
be understood these days that prices are no 
better. 

The adjustment of the insurance upon the 
mill of the Badger Paper Company, burned 
lately at Kaukauna, is not yet completed. 
The loss upon the buildings was adjusted a 
day or two ago at $19,000. It is probable 
that these figures will not be final, however,

CHICAGO, September &, 1497. 

The time for rejoicing is here. Not since 
the fall of 1892 has trade been so good as it 
is now. This is the report which comes 
from all branches of industry in the West. 
Activity appears to invade every corner, and 
no 16 to I movement can retard it. 

The August trade was the best which the 
merchants have had for years. I have not 
found a man who does not admit that his 
business is way ahead of last year at this 
time. One paper house says its trade in 
August was the largest since 1892. Others 
report it exceedingly satisfactory. Orders 
from the country are equally as good as 
those of the city. Everybody seems to have 
fallen into line, and are equippipg them- 
selves for a good fall trade. . 

Prices are firm, with a tendency upward. 

An article appeared in Tue Parer Trape 
Journat, August 28, giving an account of 
the American Straw Board Company's 
meeting at Dayton, to which my attention 
has been called by Vice-President New- 
comb, with the request that I correct some 
misstatements made by the writer. Mr. 
Newcomb says he sent no such telegram as 
appeared in that article, neither was there 
any connection between him and the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange in any manner or 
form. He attended the meeting for the sole 
purpose of doing what he could toward set- 
tling the tonnage question. This question 
having been settled, as he thought, he tele- 
graphed to Mr. Watkins, secretary of the 
company, as follows:

A PULLEY WHEEL BREAKS. 


An Accident at the Tytus - Gardner Mill. 





It was truly miraculous that several fatal- 
ities did not result from the accident in the 
Tytus-Gardner Paper Mills, at Middletown, 
last week, which was noted in the last issue 
of Tue JournaL. Two men narrowly es- 
caped serious injury. It seems that the large 
10-foot pulley wheel, which runs in the pit 
from the flywheel, broke shortly after the en- 
gines were started and flew in all directions, 
scattering destruction in its wake. Some ofthe 
flying pieces weighed tons, and were hurled 
through the 12-inch brick walls of the mill, 
tearing holes large enough to admit the 
entrance of a team of horses. The engine 
and boiler rooms were badly wrecked, en- 
tailing a property and machinery loss of 
probably $2,500. 

The delay occasioned in various depart- 
ments has been somewhat overcome by the 
activity and enterprise of the company, and 
it is possible that the loss in this respect will 
not amount to as much as at first antici- 
pated. 

Thomas Ewing, the engineer, and George 
Smith, an employee, were in the path of the 
flying giant and had a close call from death. 

Repairs are in rapid progress, and the 
company hopes to meet all orders, and re- 
ceive and handle efficiently as many more as

there are 800 newspapers published, besides 
a considerable yearly output of books, 
magazines, and miscellaneous periodicals. 
Sydney is an important distributing point 
for much of continental Australia.

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The proportion of fine writing paper, 
such as ledger, bonds, linen laid and wove, 
fine, superfine, etc., unfolded, to the whole 
consumption is probably less than in the 
United States, but is large, considering 
population. The varieties, as given by the 
most extensive wholesale dealers’ in 
Sydney, are fine and superfine, cream laid 
and wove, blue laid and blue wove, azure 
and yellow laid and wove, and azure laid 
account bank paper, in reams of 480 sheets, 
flat, not folded. A well-informed gentle- 
man from New York, who has been in the 
Australasian trade eight years, tells me 
these are usually of the cheaper grades. 

Prices.—The prices, free on board at 
London, are: Ledger, 10 to 15 cents per 
pound; bonds, 12 cents; and tub-sized writ- 
ing, 4 to § cents. 

Terms.—Terms of sale, free on board at 
London or other port, and terms of pay- 
ment, draft at sixty or ninety days’ on Aus- 
tralia, though leading houses here make 
payment suited to demands of seller. 

Dealers.—The principal dealersin Sydney 
are Alex. Cowan & Sons, Edwards, Dun- 
lop & Co., John Sands, James Spicer & 
Sons, Gordon & Gotch, and Sands & Mc- 
Dougal. 

Packing.—Greater care in packing is 
necessary on the part of American ex- 
porters. A leading Sydney dealer, in a 


note to me, Says: 

All the papers, unless otherwise ordered, are 
packed in sheets of 480 to the ream, in good, 
strong wrappers, tied with tape, the wrapper cov- 
ering the ends. All British papers are excellently 
packed, and this goes a long way to help the 
sale, as these papers receive a lot of handling 
before being used. The cases or bales (former 
preferred) should not weigh more than 4 or 4% 
cwts. A great fault with American printing 
papers we have seen and handled is the flimsy 
wrappers, just kept together with wax, the conse- 
quence being that when the reams are lifted out 
of the case the wrappers fall to pieces. 

Another large dealer tells me the con- 
sumers prefer paper packed in cases. 

American trade.—Mr. Parsons, an Amer- 
ican manufacturer who has done business 
in Sydney for eight years, says: 

The sizes used in Australia are all different to 
those used in the United States, and in sending 
samples out it is very desirable to have sheets cut 
to the size and weights of paper used here. The 


large buyers in Australia generally have their

Sydney is a free port, so there is no duty 
on paper. 

New Zealand. 

John D. Connolly, Consul at Auckland, 
writes as follows: 

Kinds and prices.—The kinds of fine 
writing paper generally used in New Zea- 
land and the average wholesale price per 
pound are as follows: 

Large post, 21 by 16% inches, cream 
laid and wove: Engine sized, 4d. (8 
cents); fine tub sized, 7d. (14 cents); super- 
fine tub sized, 8d. (16 cents); extra super- 
fine sized, 9d. to 10d. (18 to 20 cents); imi- 
tation hand-made or linen, od. (18 cents). 

The weight per ream is about 18 pounds. 

Double foolscap, 26% by 16% inches 
(sometimes 27 by 17 inches). The latter 
is the American size, which is most used 
here. The average weight of this quality 
runs about 28 pounds to the ream. 

Bank papers (cream and azure mostly 
used): Large post, 11 pounds; double 
cap, 14 pounds, od. to 1od. (18 to 20 cents). 

Ledger papers: Engine sized, cheap, 
azure laid, say, 4d. (8 cents per pound); tub 
sized, cheap, azure laid, od. (18 cents). The 
engine sized, in sizes, as double cap and 
demy, 24 to 30 pounds; the tub size, in 
sizes as demy, 24 pounds; medium, 34 
pounds; and royal, 44 pounds per ream. 

All writing papers are imported flat and 
usually contain 480 sheets to the ream. It 
must be understood that wholesale prices 
have to bear freight, plus importers’ profit. 
Linen and azure papers, worth, say, 6d. (12 
cents), should have nice ream wrapper, 
specifying contents, and with pleasing de- 
sign to give it an attractive appearance. In 
every instance where these details are pres- 
ent it materially assists the salesman. 

All the paper used in this country is im- 
ported from England and the United 
States, but the greater proportion comes 
from the former country. 

Terms.—Ninety days’ sight, frequently 
cash in London, one month. If possible, 
payment should be taken in London, as the 
exchange between New Zealand and New 
York is almost prohibitive, being from 4 
to 4% per cent. 

Dealers.—The principal firms handling 
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papers in wholesale quantities are: Collins 
Brothers, Auckland and Christchurch; 
Whitcomb & Tombs, Limited, Wellington 
and Christchurch; Ferguson & Mitchell, 
Dunedin. 

Packing.—Cases lined with  oilcloth, 
with average measurement—say 10 cubic 
feet to the case—are regarded as being the 
most convenient, profitable and popular. 

Paper of sizes smaller than that known 
as demy is subject to a duty of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem, hence foolscap size is always 
imported in the double sheet. 


Tasmania. 

A. G. Webster, Consul at Hobart, speaks 
of his market as follows: 

I append a copy of a letter from Messrs. 
J. Walch & Sons, of Hobart, the largest 
importers of paper here, dated May 7, 1897. 
I am unable to add to the information con- 
tained therein beyond observing that the 
total population of Tasmania is about 
166,000. 

]. WALCH & SONS TO CONSUL WEBSTER. 


At your request, we annex hereto a memoran- 
dum of the London prices for writing paper. 
The qualities range from lowest engine-sized to 
extra superfine. Most of the papers imported into 
this colony are bought in London to direct or- 
der of dealers here. We are not aware that any 
papers are sent on consignment to Tasmania. 
The prices we quote are those of wholesale 
houses in London, and are subject on importa- 
tion to customs duty of 5 per cent. or 20 per cent. 
ad valorem, according to the style or character of 
the papers. The import charges (packages, freight, 
insurance, etc.), amount to, say, 15 per cent. or 25 
per cent. on the London prices. Papers are usual- 
ly bought in London for cash, when a discount of 
2% to 5 per cent. is allowed. If credit is re- 
quired, the prices are net, and London houses 
draw at sixty days’ sight through a bank, to 
whom the shipping documents are sent for de- 
livery when the draft is paid. We cannot rec- 
ommend any papers to be sent from America on 
consignment to this colony, as, under the cir- 
cumstances we have named, it is not probable that 
a market would be found. The population of 
Tasmania is small and the demand for papers 
very limited.

Daniel W. Maratta, Consul-General, 
writes from Melbourne as follows: 

Kind and prices.—All papers used here 
are flat, not folded, with 480 sheets to the 
ream, unless otherwise ordered. The fol- 
lowing are the kinds in general use: 
Cream laid and wove, engine-sized writ- 
ings, selling on spot from 2d. to 4d. (5 to 
8 cents) per pound; cream laid and wove, 
tub-sized writings, from 44d. to 64d. 
(94 to 13 cents) per pound; vellum, cream 
laid and wove, tub-sized or vat writings 
(probably in the United States this class of 
paper would be termed “bonds”) sell at 
from 7d. to 11d. (14 to 22 cents) per pound; 
strong linen paper, such as that used for 
typewriting duplicates, sells on spot at from 
7d. to gad. (14 to 19 cents). The prices 
here mentioned are for trade lots to print- 
ers, ex warehouse, and range from single 
reams to cases. The stock houses or 
jobbers expect about 25 per cent. gross on 
their landed cost for this class of trade, as 
there are expenses of delivery, collection 
of accounts, warehouse charges, and del 
credere to be provided for. 

Terms.—lIn the case of stock from ware- 
houses, payments are made by the end of 
the month following the month of delivery, 
less 2% per cent. For direct indents or 
importations, the practice varies. Some 
buyers will accept a ninety-day draft after 
sight; others demand 120 days; some will 
pay cash on presentation of manufacturer's 
invoice; but as a rule it is preferred to pur- 
chase at a price delivered, with the terms 
of payment same as from stock—that is, 
about sixty days after delivery of goods. 
Large buyers take draft at ninety days’ 
sight. 

Packing.—Packing is usually done in 
cases of from 5 to 6 or from 4 to 6 ewts. 
(560 to 672 or 448 to 672 pounds), and is 
the best method; the cases being three- 
fourths of an inch to 1 inch thick, with three 
steel bands (one on each end and one in 
centre) or twisted steel wire over them, and 
no outside battens. The cases should be 
well made and lined with tarred or water- 
proof paper or oilcloth before the reams 
are placed there¢in.

The discharge of pulp is effected through 
the channel P, which is formed or provided 
at the front of the plates B, as shown, said 
channel P extending across the length of 
the vat, so as to insure of an equal suction 


ment is so slight as in no way to cause agi- 
tation. 

While in this particular instance there is 
described the movement adopted in causing 
the raising and lowering of the vat, it can 
be performed in various ways—for instance, 
by hanging the front side of the sole plate, 
which carries the entire strainer, and at the 
front side raising and lowering the whole 
strainer from the sole plate by cam, crank, 
or other means. 

The diaphragm F is practically made the 
full length of the strainer plates B. 

The spreading of the pulp is effected by 
a sluice R, fixed in the channel R’, and the 
pulp is run in over the edge of the vat 4 
and through below the sluice R, which reg- 
ulates the flow equally all over the length of 
the apex of the plates. The arrangement is 
such that the clean pulp is passed through 
the plates B before the objectionable or del- 
eterious matter rests thereon, such matter 
being carried away by impetus of the stuff 
into the channel L, which is effected by the 
quantity of pulp passing into the channel 
which is usually employed when the strain- 
ers are working in connection with an auxil- 
iary strainer, and in which is mounted zinc 
plates having longitudinal or cross slits, 
through which the heavy dirt passes into 
the under channel and remains there until it 
is cleaned out when washing up, or it may 
be run off by a cock. The flow from the 
upper channel is conducted to the auxiliary 
strainer, which cleans the pulp in the usual 
manner, as hitherto. It will thus be seen 
that the dirt or deleterious matter when 
once clear of the plates R does not again

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Important if True. 


THe Parer TRADE JOURNAL has the 
kindliest feelings toward all its friends in 
the paper trade and is glad to publish little 
news items concerning them, provided al- 
ways that it be good news and also that it 
be consistent with the high standard of truth 
to which this journal adheres in all that it 
prints, even to gossiping personalities. 

It is therefore painful to the editor to 
be called upon to refuse, as he must, to 
print items of news which reach this of- 
fice by every mail and by messengers, too, 
the obvious untruthfulness of which is so 
apparent that it would be recognized even 
by a person so unfamiliar with falsehood in 
any guise as Charles S. Faulkner. 

By way of illustration here is an item 
which was recently left upon the desk of 
our Christian Endeavor editor: 

“A E. Osborn, of Osborn & Wilson, is 
spending a short vacation at Niagara Falls, 
where he is frequently to be seen fishing in 
the rapids. Last Sunday Mr. Osborn 
caught a sea bass weighing 137 pounds 
without its stripes.” 

Now, anyone who knows anything about 
fishing in the St. Lawrence Rapids knows 
that such a catch is impossible. Moreover, 
sea bass have no stripes. Mr. Osborn has 
wired us absolutely denying the report. He 
says the most he ever did was to catch a 
bluefish weighing 73 pounds. Mr. Osborn is 
a man who deprecates untruthfulness and 
would rather have given the weight of his 
bluefish at 72 pounds than exaggerate an 
ounce, we feel sure. But here is another 
bright shining example: 

“Felix Salomon, of Felix Salomon & 
Co., is stopping at Arverne-by-the-Sea this 
summer. He has a cottage, and rides 
regularly to and from business on his 
wheel.” 

Now, Felix Salomon is an enthusiastic 
wheelman, as everybody knows, and he ad- 
mits that he sometimes rides in from Ar- 
verne-by-the-Sea, a distance of about 
twenty miles, when he is too much pressed 
for time to entrust himself to the Long 
Island Railroad, or wants to be at his office 
before 7:30 a. m. But he thinks it absurd 
for any one to carry a fondness for the 
wheel to the extent which this item indi- 
cates. This statement is about on a par 
with the following: 

“William E. Lathrop holds the time 
record in the middle-weight class for long 
runs on a bicycle. He has several times

ridden from Manhattan Beach to New 


York and back, a distance of about twenty- 
four miles, in an hour and a half.” 

Now, such a statement is absurd upon 
its face. Mr. Lathrop may be a good even 
rider—in a railway train—but he protests 
that during all the time he has been tak- 
ing private bicycle lessons and training 
down to a light-weight frame of mind he 
has never in his wildest imaginings even 
dreamed of doing the distance named in 
less than two hours. In justice to Mr. 
Lathrop we must decline to print the para- 
graph. Another preposterous yarn is the 
following, which is evidently in a disguised 
hand: 

“Edward Bartow, who is summering on 
Staten Island, is an enthusiastic swimmer. 
So proud is he of his aquatic accomplish- 
ments that last Sunday evening, when one 
of the ladies on the hotel piazza expressed 
doubts as to his endurance powers, ac- 
coutred as he was in a flannel yachting suit, 
he plunged at once into the water and swam 
over to Bath Beach, where he played a 
game of billiards at Avoca Villa before 
returning later in the evening.” 

Mr. Bartow has branded this item as a 
base fabrication made out of the whole 
cloth. He says it is the worst form to en- 
gage in a long-distance swim in a flannel 
yachting suit. He has frequently swam as 
far as Bath Beach of an evening, but never 
in a flannel yachting suit. He invariably 
wears bloomers on such occasions. And 
here is yet another remarkable statement: 

“Sigmund Goldman, who is not only an 
enthusiastic and influential member of the 
F. & A. M., but also a devoted wheelman, 
is making an effort to have the bicycle sub- 
stituted for the goat in the masonic ritual.” 

This item was shown to Mr. Goldman, 
and he denounced it as a malicious false- 
hood. He said that ordinary form of tor- 
ture, such as shooting the chute and the 
like, having ceased to interest candidates, 
he had suggested that riding a wheel over 
pig iron in a 20-foot ring might prove en- 
tertaining to those who had not already be- 
come expert bicyclists. But he never had 
any intention of permanently displacing 
the goat. A similarly malicious spirit seems 
to have incited the following: 

“R, A, Nye, New York agent for the 
Hurlbut Paper Manufacturing Company, 
may be seen any morning riding his wheel 
in Prospect Park and down the path to- 
ward Coney Island before 5 o’clock.” 

Mr. Nye denies that such is the case.

Foundations for Engines. 





In a recent discourse upon the question 
of mounting moving machinery upon 
springs, James Swinburne, the well-known 
Bristol (Eng.) engineer, touched broadly 
upon the matter of foundations for steam 
and gas engines. If we consider, say, a di- 
rect-acting pump, it is a system that of 
course cannot move its centre of gravity as 
a whole, explains Mr. Swinburne. If then 
its piston and plunger move in one direc- 
tion, the rest must move in another direc- 
tion, the distance depending on their 
masses. Any imperfectly balanced ma- 
chinery must, therefore, move its bed plate 
if freely suspended. A perfectly balanced 
engine is thus an engine whose centre of 
gravity never varies relatively to its bed 
plate. This definition is really too small, 
because a moving system, such, for in-
